Time  to  restudy 


relations  with  Iran 


The  Carter  Administration  has  faced  one  of  its  thorniest  foreign  policy 
problems  this  week  in  Iran.  And  all  indications  point  to  a  long,  tough 
haul  ahead  as  attempts  are  made  to  peacefully  solve  the  dilemma.  Regar¬ 
dless  of  the  solution  obtained,  we  feel  it  is  time  to  seriously  reexamine 
ties  with  Iran. 

An  offer  to  solve  the  problem  through  diplomatic  channels  has  been  re¬ 
jected  by  Iranian  officials,  and  any  U.S.  attempts  to  use  some  sort  of 
force  would  surely  result  in  death  to  the  hostages  and  a  dangerous  con¬ 
frontation  with  an  extremely  unstable  country. 

What  is  ironic  is  that  America’s  only  current  glimmer  of  hope  lies  in 
the  negotiating  prowess  of  a  group  now  considered  an  enemy:  the 
Palestine  Liberation  Organization.  PLO  leader  Yasser  Arafat,  when
